LOOKING FOR THE NORTH POLE. 


Now that the indemnity terms have 


been disposed of, China has requested 
that the allies depart forthwith. They 
have apparently not 
forgotten 
out 


slogan that "The Chinese must so,' 
and are going to. give us a dose of our 


own medicine. 


Another polar expedition is about to 


set out for ths North Pole, and from 
the modesty with ^hich its leader, an 
American named Evelyn B. Baldwin, 
speaks of his intentions, there is hope 
of his accomplishing more than his 
predecessors, who have been prone to 
discuss their doings in advance of ex- 
ecution. "When we have accomplish- 
ed something," he says, "it will 
be 


time enough to talk." 


That is the proper spirit. 
In 
the 


meantime, so far as 
his 
plans 
are 


known, he will winter in Franz Josef 
land and will pursue his investigations 
from that- base with a party of forty 
men. 
There will be 15 Siberian ponies 


and '100 dogs to carry provisions and 
the equipment of the expedition is to 
be the best that can be devised. The 
mistakes of previous explorers 
will 


serve as so many lessons, in this re- 
spect, and, as he will be sure of his 
source of supplies, Baldwin will pos- 
sess an obvious advantage over those 
•who have preceded him In this field. 


That the pole Js not to be reached by 


way of Baffin's Bay and the Greenland 
coast ought, by this time, to be accept- 
ed as conclusively demonstrated, and 
with the discovery of Herald Island 
and the dissipation of the belief that 
a large . area of land lay north of Be- 
ring's strait, calculations based upon 
that avenue of approach had to be re- 
constructed. The comparative success 
of Nordensk-jold emphasized the possi- 
bilities of reaching absolute north 
from the European part of the Arctic 
Ocean, confirming the favorable opin- 
ion of that route which had long bc-en 
entertained by geographers and navi- 
gators. 
Baldwin, therefore, lias " the 


•weight of experienced judgment on his 
side in going the way he has selected. 


The discovery of the North Pole and 


the results of the observations 
taken 


tliere would be the-greatest gift of the 
tv.-entteth century to the scientists oE 
all succeeding ages and it is hoped 
that an American will be the 
man

" 'Any person, company or corpora- 


tion collecting water rates in any city 
and county, or city or town 
in this 


State otherwise than as so established, 
shall forfeit the franchise and water 
works of such person, company or cor- 
poration to tho city and county, or city 
or town, where the same are collected 
for the public use.' 


"The Legislature has passe.d upon this 


matter, after the adoption of the Consti- 
tution, and on April 7, 3SS1, an act was 
passed and approved providing for ihe 
fixing- of water rates in cities and the 
like, 'and prescribing penalties for tht 
non-perforrnance of such duties.' Sec- 
tion S o£ that act reads as follows: 


" 'Section 
S:—Any Board of 
Super- 


visors or legislative body of any city 
and county, city or town, which shall 
fall or refuse to perform 
any of the 


duties prescribed 
by this act at the 


tim.e and in tiie manner hereinbefore 
prescribed by this act at the time and 
in the manner hereinbefore specified, 
shall be deemed guilty of malfeasance 
in office, and upon conviction thereof at 
the suit of any interested party in any 
court of competent Jurisdiction shall be 
•removed from office.' 


"The preceding sections of this act 


provide for the method of obtaining in- 
formation and then provide that the 
Council shall fix the rates that shall be 
charged and collected, 'and it is made 
t'helr 'official duty annually to fix the 
rates that shall be charged and collect- 
ed,' etc., which 'rates shall be fixed a.t a 
regular or special session of such board 
or other legislative body held during 
the month of February of each year, 
and shall take effect on the first day of 
July thereafter, and Shall continue in 
full force and effect for .the term of one 
year, and no longer. 


"Our 
Supreme Court in the case of 


Fitch vs. Board of Supervisors, 122 Cal. 
2S5, has held that the board can fix the 
rates after February. 


"We find, therefore, that the fixing of 


rates is an official act and duty im- 
posed by the Constitution, as well as 
by^the act of 1SS1, and we have a legis- 
lative penalty providing in the act or

"The Gas Company agreed to accept

The Water Company agreed to 'do the 
same. But the Company had disputed 
legality of the rates fixed toy the Coun- 
cil 
and

obtained a, judgment 


against

city. Nevertheless 
it 


agreed, 
on account of the financial 


straits of the city to accept ten months' 
bills based on those rates, and donate 
the sums due for May and June to the 
School Fund. On the basis of those 
rates 
this was equivalent to making 


the city a present of about $10,000. If 
JudEe Hart's decision is sustained the

amounts to many 


thousands dollars more. 


"This agreement ivas made pursuant 


to a simulation drawn up by the City 
Attorney which protected the city's le- 
gal 
rights in the litigation. Neither 


side waived any rights, 'but the com- 
pany received about $10,000 less than 
It was entiled to receive in any event. 


"After 
the bills were ordered paid 


Auditor Breed refused to approve them 
basing his refusal on the ground that 
there are no rates in existence and the 
law forbids the Company to charge for 
water unless there are some rates 5n 
Torce.

MATE WAS MURDERED. 


The mate of the vessel, Adam 


Huber, was murdered by the Chi- 
nese cook, and the latter, after 
terrorizing the whole crew by 
holding possession of the galley 
for nearly twenty-four hours, dur- 
ing which it was every moment 
feared that he would set fire to 
the vessel, was subjected to a 
steaming process to bring him 
out, but he shot himself rather 
than come forth and be captured, 
and when the crew finally entered 
the galley they found the China- 
man's body literally .cooked fay 
steam.

The Chinese Fired. 


The trouble occurred on Jlny sth, 


when the vessel was seven days out 
on her journey. Tlie members of Ihe 
crew state that they do not know the 
cause of the quarrel that finally ended 
in Ihe double tragedy. Huber entered 
the galley where the rook, Ah Kee.was 
cluina his work. 
A moment later, ns 


he came out, Ah Kee fired at him twice 
with a revolver. The mate fell near the 
c-nmpanlornv.'iy ;md died almost before 
lie could be removed to the cabin. 


Gave the Crew Arms.

The cook retreated into tlie salley 


and fired a shot. It was Impossible-to 
enter the galley except through a very 
narrow space, down a ladder from tho 
high deckload of lur.iber, and the Chi- 
naman's attitude convinced nil that it 
was certain death for anyone to at- 
tempt to make-the entrance. 


Captain 
Smith 
distributed arms 


among the crew and tried to pet Ah 
Kee, but 
Kee only showed 
himself 


once. 


Then the second mate covered him 


with a revolver and the

went back into the galley. 


Night Settled on Schooner. 


Xight settled down and the schooner 


continued on her course, with the gal- 
Icy in possession of the murderer and 
the entire crew armed and watching 
for him. There was a quantity of 
kerosene where the murderer was and 
it was feared that he would set lire to 
the ship.

Steam the Murderer. 


Tlie -watch continued all night and 


next morning it was decided as a last 
resort to steam the murderer out of his 
unapproachable rer.j.rve. 
The donkey 


engine was 
fired and the necessary 


connections were made and a force of 
steam was turned into the galley where 
the Chinnman lay in wait. The crew 
heard a. pistol shot while they were at 
work, 
but paid 
no attention to it. 


Steam was turned into the galley and 
the force was 
kept up for an hour. 


Then the men entered the cook's quar- 
ters. ! 


Chinese Shot and Cooked. 


They found Ah Kee seated in a. chair 


v.-ith a bullet wound through Ins head 
and a revolver \\here it had dropped 
from his hand. 
The steam had fairly 


cooked his flesh so that tiie body came 
apart when the men removed it.

Yet 
no new charts have been issued on the 
Pacific side, notwithstanding the long 
list of marine disasters recorded since 
the beginning of the tush to the Klon- 
dike and the subsequent discoveries in 


Nome. . 


The fact is that the importance of 


American interests on this side, of the 
continent Is not appreciated 
by tl* 


bureaucrats at Washington. They pre- 
fer to go potterlns around Cuba 
and 


half of them have never seen this side 
ol the continent, do not know what it 
looks like, and would not care i£ they 


did.

"First—As to the duty of 'the Council 


o fix rates: 


"Article 14, Section 1 'of Ithe Constltu- 


ion provides:

in office, and upon conviction thereof at 
the suit of any intoivsted party in any 
court of competent jurisdiction shall be 
removed from office.' 


"The preceding sections 
of this act 


provide for the method of obtaining .in- 
formation and then provide

Council shall fix the ratrs that shall be 
charged and collected, -and it is made 
their official duty annually to fix the 
rates that shall be charged a.nd collect- 
ed,' etc., which rates shall be fixed at a 
regular or special session of such board 
or other legislative body hold during 
the monlli of February 
of 
each year, 


and shall take effect on the first day of 
July thereafter, and 'shall 
ootTtinue in 


full force and effect for the term of one 
year, and no longer. 


"Our Supreme Court in the rase o? 


Fitch vs. Board of Supervisors. 122 Cal. 
2Sr>, has held that tho board can fix t lie- 
rates after February. 


"We find, therefore, tha-t the fixing of 


rales is an official 
act anil duty im- 


posed by the Constitution, as well as 
by the act of 1SS1, 
and we have a legis- 


lative penalty providing in the act or 
1SS1 and also a manner of proeeuuri 
well fixed in Section 772 of the Pena 
Code, which provides ithat:

A CLEAR STATEMENT BY 


PRESIDENT SCHAFFER, 


"U wish to say something about this 


water ordinance," he said. "Sometime 
last MViy ih^re was a conference be- 
tween -members oC the .Council, mem-
